As to Carlisle, Mr. Cleveland is said to be- 
lieve that he will win such laurels on his 
currency plan that he will forge to the front 
as the great man of the country. Mr. Cleve- 
land himself has retired from the currency 
arena. He knows his influence with congress 
has degenerated into nothingness. Therefore 
he has turned the entire matter over to his 
secretary of the treasury and Carlisle is 
now handling it in his own way. 

If the plan goes through with the state 
bank feature properly arranged there can 
be no doubt but that Carlisle will elevate 
himself in the estimation of the people. If 
the plan is adopted and it brings relief to 
the people Carlisle will be one of the most 
popular men in the party. But it is to have 
a very rough road through congress. It may 
come out on Mareh 4th in a shape which 
Mr. Carlisle would hardly recognize. How- 
ever, the friends of the Kentuckian are 
counting upon great results from it to him. 
They believe that Kentucky will certainly 
return him to the senate when he goes out 
of the cabinet, whether or not he reaps 
the presidential nomination as the reward 
of his labors. |

Judge Maddox or Dr. Felton. 

“Dr. Felton lays great stress upon these 
ballot boxes for bonds in Floyd county in 
his notice of contest,” said Judge Maddox 
today.

Jarvis, of North Carolina; Pat- 
ton, of Michigan, and Perkins, of California, 
hold their seats by appointment of the gov- 
ernors of their respective states. The ap- 
pointments hold good until the next session 
of the respective legislatures, which in each 
case is in January. 

It may be that each one of these sena- 
tors will have a successor sent here in Jan- 
uary. | 

The three vacancies in the senate will 
be filled in January, All during the present 
ha, Washington and Wy- 
oming haye had but oné senator each. The 
legislatygpes of each of these states became 
deadlocked and failed to elect. Then the 
respective governors appointed, but the sen- 
ate refused to seat the men on the grounds 
that the legislatures, having a chance to 
elect and failing to do so, the governors 
had no power to appoint. 

These legislatures meet in January. It is 
not probable that they will repeat the folly 
of two years ago, but instead will fill the 
vacant senatorial seats. 

It Is Useful Sometimes. 


The senate committee on rules met this 
morning to attempt to report a cloture rule, 


‘but the absence of a quorum prevented a 


vote. Senator Blackburn is fighting for a 
cloture rule in the senate. He is on the 
committee and has allied himself with 
Senator Vest. Senator Gorman is arrayed 
against them.

Senator Gorman, as usual, will win in this 
contest.

CASHIER McKEAN IS MISSING 


And His Shortage Is Believed to Be 
$17,000. : 

New York, December 13.—A special to The 
Herald from Nashau, N. H., says Frank A. 
McKean, ¢ashier of the Indian Head Na- 
tional bank, has not been in the city since 
Monday. It has happened before that he 
has been away for several days at a time 
without the knowledge of the directors, and 
no uneasiness was created, because of his 
often required absence in settling estates, 
making investments, etc. Last Saturday 
Bank Examiner Dow, of Somersworth, 
made a regular examination of the bank 
and is thought to have discovered irregu- 
larity in the security department.

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WOST PAY IN MARGE 


TAX on Incomes for the Year 1804 Are 
to Be Collecte, 


ALL THE REGULATIONS PREPARED 


Persons Who Get More Than $4,000 
Annually Are Taxable. 


RETURNS ARE TO MADE ON OATH 


Every Citisen Who Hasan Income of $3,- 
500 a Year Must Make a He- 
turn of It. 


Washington, December 13.—The secretary 
of the treasury today approved the income 
tax regulations. Every citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, whether residing at home or 
abroad, and every person residing or doing 
business in the United States who has én 
annual income of more than $3,500 is re- 
quired to make return, under oath, before 
the first Monday in March of each year. 
The return is to include all incomes re- 
ceived in the year 1894, from January Ist 
to December 3lst. Guardians, trustees and 
all corporations acting in any fiduciary ca- 
pacity are required to make similar returns 
for minors, wards or beneficiaries. Persons 
having less than $3,500 annual income are 
not required to make returns. All incomes 
of $4,000 and over are taxable 2 per cent. 

The person making the return is required 
to make affidavit that he has included in 
such return all gains, profits and income 
from every source whatever received by 
him, or to which he is justly entitled for 
that year and that he is honestly and truly 
entitled to make all the deductions entered 
on his return, and that he has truly an- 
swered the interrogatories set forth on a 
blank form. 

The ‘gross gains, profits and income re- 
turned by persons are to include gross 
profits of any trade or business wherever 
carried on, rents received or accrued dur- 
ing the year, profits from sales of real es- 
tate purchased within two years, farming 
operations and proceeds, money and value 
of all personal property acquired by gift or 
inheritance, premiums on bonds, stocks, 
notes and coupons; income from trade or 
profession not by stated salary and not 
heretofore enumerated; from salary or com- 
pensation other than that received from 
the United States; from salary or compen- 
sation paid by the United States; undivided 
gains and profits of any partnerships; in- 
terest received or accrued from all notes, 
bonds or other securities; interest on bonds 
or coupons paid by any corporation; divi- 
dends from corporations; income of wife or 
minor children or child; all other sources 
of income not above enumerated. 

Deductions Allowed. 

The deductions allowed on the returns 
are: -Four thousand dollars exempt by 
law; interest due and paid within the year; 
national, state, county, school and munici- 
pal taxes paid, not including assessments 
for local benefits; amount expended in pur- 
chase and production of live stock or pro- 
duce sold within the year; necessary ex- 
penses specified by items actually incurred 
in carrying on any business or trade; losses 
actually sustained during the year, speci- 
fied; actual losses on sales of real estate 
purchased within two years; debts con- 
tracted and ascertained in the year; salary 
or compensation over $4,000 from which the 
tax of 2 percentum hag been withheld by 
disbursing officers of the United States gov- 
ernment; dividends included in the esti- 
mates of gréss profits from corporations on 
which the 2 per cent tax has been paid by 
such corporations. : 

If any person fails to make return or 
makes false return the collector is to make 
return for him from evidence obtained by 
summoning the person and examining his 
books, and from all other evidence obtain- 
able, and shall add 50 per cent to the 
amount of tax found due as a penalty for 
neglect and 100 per cent for a fraudulent 
return. 

All corporations, companies and associa- 
tions, both resident and foreign, doing pbusi- 
ness in the United States are ‘required to 
make annual return of net profits on a sep- 
arate blank to cover the calendar year 1594, 

The exemption of $4,000 allowed to per- 
sons is not extended to corporations, but 
the return must cover all net profits with- 
out exemption. The annual return of cor- 
porations must include: : 

The gross profits from all kinds of busi- 
ness, the expenses, exclusive of interest, 
annuities or dividends; the net profits, with- 
out allowance for interest, annuities or div- 
idends; the amount paid on account of in- 
terest, annuities and dividends; the amount 
paid in salaries of $4,000 or leas to each em- 
ploye. | 

Gross and Net Profits. 

The amount paid in salaries of more than 
$4,000 to each employe, and: the me and 
address of each of such employes. . * 

The gross profiits must Mélude: All profits 
of any trade or business; interest or cou- 
pons from bonds or other securities of any 
corporations, dividends received from any 
corporation, undivided profits of any corpor- 
ation, premium on bonds, notes or stocks, 
commission or percentage, interest on gov- 
ernment securities, not exempt by law; in- 
terest on other notes, bonds and sécurities; 
profits from sales of real estate, from rents 
and profits from all other sources, to be 
enumerated. The operating expensés must 
include: Interest paid or accrued within the 
year on bonded or other indebtedness of 
such corporation, losses actually sustained 
during the year, which.,must..be. sepa- 
rately stated and fully Geseribed as. to 
cause, date and amount; all taxes actually 
paid during the year, rents and necessary 
repairs; all other necessary expenses, 
which must be itemized and fully explained 
in the return. 

The net profits are to include: Ajl 
amounts paid to stockholders or sharehold- 
ers, the amount of undivided profits car- 
ried to surplus or any other fund, amount 
of net, profits used for construction, enlarge- 
ment or improvement of plant; all other 
expenditures or investments from the net 
profits. Ceftain specified corporations” for 
charitable and like purposes, and certain 
savings banks, mutual insurance companies 
and. building and loan dssociations are ex- 
empt from income tax. In such cases it is 
held by the department that the intention 
of the exemption is to extend its benefits 
to the small depositors and beneficiaries of 
such: mutual and savings ‘institutions, and 
that the corporations as such and those 
who speculate in the shares, stock or funds

* As to Appeals. 

Appeals in the first instance are to be 
made by dissatisfied taxpayers to the col- 
lector and.if disatisfied with his decision, 
the appellant may have the entrie cause, 
with all papers and evidence relating 
thereto, transferred to the commissioner of 
internal revenue for his uecision. 

Severe penalties are imposed upon all 
officers and other persons who - make known 
in any manner any fact, or particulars, 
contained in or relating. to an.annual re- 
turn of any taxpayers or any irformation 
as to the sources or amount of the income 
of any such person. Collectors are strictly 
directed by the regulations. to rigidly en- 
force this provision. = 

The tax on incomes for the ear 1894 
wilfSe due and payable on or before the 
Ist day of July next, and if not paid at 
that time the penalties will attach for non- 
payment. 

The full text of the regulations contains 
about seventy-five thousand words and will 
not be printed for distribution for a week 
or more,

EXPOSITIONS PAY. GEORGIA WELL 


Neighboring States Would Also Profit by 
Displaying Their Resources at the 
Cotton States. Exposition. 


— 


Charleston, S. €., December 13.—(Special.) 
The demand for the legislature to pass an 
appropriation to have this state represented 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position, at Atlanta, is growing on all sides. 

The principal newspapers in the state 
are urging it on the general assembly and 
they are backed by the business men all 
over the state. Is South Carolina to be 
represented as a state in the Cotton States 
and International expositicn at Atlanta 
next year and in the expositions at Nash- 
ville in 1896, and in the exposition at Balti- 
more in 1897? If it is represented at the 
first, it can be represented at the other 
two at inconsiderable expense. If it is mt 
represented at Atlanta, we may safely as- 
sume that it will not be represented at 
Nashville and Baltimore. 

Is it to be represented at all three places, 
then, or at none? That is practically the 
question to be decided, to be decided within 
the next fortnight, and to be decided by 
the legislature. 

President McIver, of the Young Men’s 
Business League, will announce tomorrow 
the commissioners who are to be charked 
with the arrangemert of the exhibit of the 
resources of the city. This exhibit will be 
typical of Charleston and will show its 
advancement in the way of marufactures 
of fertilizers, card boxes, cotton, rice mill- 
ing and other industries, as well as a 
plan of the jetties now about to be competed 
and which afford a twenty-three-foot chan- 
nel to the sea. In addition to this, a com- 
mittee of the colonial dames will be ap- 
pointed, who will marshal the colonial his- 
tory of this state by an exhibit of relics of 
colonial days, treasures in which the Pal- 
metto State is rich. 

Strongly Urged. 

In reference to the representative~of the 
state at Atlanta, The News and Courier 
will publish the following editorial tomor- 
row: 

“We have not been extravagant in the 
matter of such exhibits heretofvure. We 
have not been liberal. We have not even 
been just to the state and ourselves. Sev- 
eral great and important expositions have 
been held in the country within the past 
twenty years, The state has been repre- 
sented at only one of them; and has suffered 
injury by its singular and conspicuous fail- 
ure to take part in any of the rest. Other 
southern states have been receiving immi- 
grants by the hundred and trcusand since 
the Chicago exposition closed, and the num- 
ber of such additions to their population 
and home and wealth and taxpayers is 
steadily increasing every day. South Caro- 
lina has received none, though it- offers 
more attractions to such people and it needs 
them more than any state in the south or 
in the whole country. We have another op- 
portunity to repair our error in this re- 
spect. Why not take advantage of it? 

Cannot Afford Not to Exhibit. 

‘It is absurd to say that we cannot af- 
ford to take part in such expositions. We 
cannot afford not to partake in them if we 
have any regard for the best interests of 
the state. It is not proposed that we shall 
send an exhibition te Atlanta, and later to 
Nashville, and later to Baltimore in compli- 
ment to these cities and to amuse their 
visitors, but to advertise the resources, in- 
dustries, products and capabil'ties of the 
state, of every county, and district, and 
township in the state where they can be 
advertised best, so as to reach and inform 
the people whom we desire to inform con- 
cerning them—the business men, capitalists, 
inventors, prospecting immigrants, whom 
we want to induce to come and settl> among 
us, and bring their money to invest in our 
lands and enterprises, and their brains and 
muscles to help us to develop our resources 
and build up some industries and make the 
state as prosperous and nowerful as it can 
be made, and will be made with their aid. 
“We have trigd the plan of neglecting 
these expositions long enough. It has failed 
and we should now try the plan of using 
them. It Mas paid almost every state that 
has tried it, and it will pay this state. 

It Has Paid Georgia Well. 
“Tt has paid our neighbors in Georgia, or 
thev would not have organized three large 
and expensive expositions of their own in 
ten years. If it pays them to make exposi- 
tions ‘for their exhibits, it will pay us to 
send exhibits to their expositions and the 
better we send the better they will pay. 
We have not been extravagant in the mat- 
ter of such exhibits heretofore. We have 
been ‘saving’ our money for such purposes 
for a great many years. It is high time 
for us to employ some of it, to spend some 
of it for our own benefit and profit. We 
could spend $100,000 to good advantage in ad- 
vertising the state at the three expositions 
so nearly in sight of us. We can certainly 
afford to spend half as much; or a third as 
much, or a quarter as much. We urge on 
the legislatv@g once more th: importance, 
wisdom and necessity of apfropriating at 
least $26.000 and as much more as may be 
practicable, and we are sure that it will 
never have occasion to regret its action. 
The time is growing ‘short, however. 
Whatever sum is to be appropriated should 
be appropriated at once, so that the men 
who shall be charged with the duty of 
collecting and preparing the exhibit can 
get to work at once. If it is to be a cred- 
itable one they will have all they can do 
tc collect and prepare it in the few months

REDUCING THE RESERVE. 


Withdrawals of Gold Yesterday Near- 
ly a Million and a Half. 

Washington, December 13.—The treasury 
gold reserve at the close of business today 
had been reduced to $101,050,000, leaving but 
a skein before the gold reserve is again 
invaded. The withdrawals today amounted 
to $1,450,000 at New York, with reported 
withdrawals at Boston in redemption’ of 
United States notes, The gold taken at New 
York is believed to be for export to 
France. 

In consequence of this depleted reserve 
the treasury department will not issue 
gold certificates for new gold deposited, 
as it has been doing since the gold reserve 
has been built up by the bond issue, in 
small quantities, principally in Baltimore, 
Md., and Washington, D. C. 

Though the gold reserve has suffered 
a loss during the past month of nearly 
$20,000,000, the general finances of the 
treasury, because of improved business con- 
ditions, have not fallen in the decline. On 
the contrary, now that the new tariff law 
in all its branches is becoming more op- 
erative, receipts are increasing. For the 
five months up to December Ist the daily 
average of receipts was $900,000 and the 
expenditures $1,043,000. A comparison of 
the average receipts of November and 
the thirteen days of December shows: No- 
vember, $604,000; December, $705,000. The 
expenditures for this month are running 
about the same as in November, but, as 


shown, the receipts are $1,106,000 in excess. 
Heavy Shipments Tomorrow. 


New York, December 13.—The export 
movement of gold to Europe which has 
been threatening for over two months will 
begin Saturday, when at least $2,000,900 in 
gold will be shipped by Lazard Freres, 
Baring, Magoun & Co., and Hoskier, Wood 
& Co. lLadenburg, Thalmann & Co. may 
also ship from $500,000 to $1,000,000 in addi- 
tion. The foreign exchange market is very 
strong and the price of sight sterling, 4.39, 
less 1-32, would appear to warrant these 
shipments, but the gold paid into the sub- 
treasury by the banks on account of the 
recent United States loan, is on an average 
of $1,500 light in each $1,000,000. This pre- 
vents shipments at a profit except to Paris, 
where all of the gold to be shipped is 
going. 

It is anticipated that the outward move 
ment of gold will continue until the re. 
mittances against coupon and dividend pay- 
ments due abroad and the heavy coffee se- 
tlements are compelted. Both coffee and 
sugar importers are among the largest buy- 
ers of exchange at present and already pur- 
chases against coupon and interest remit- 
tances have begun. 

Another feature which creates an ex- 
change balance against New York is the 
settlement of maturing sterling loans. There 
have been liquidated this week already 
sterling loans amounting to £200,000, and it 
is estimated that loans aggregating at least 
£2,000,000 will mature in the next four or 
five weeks.

HAS AN ATLANTA END 


Harry Hayward, the Murdsrer, Supposed 
| to Have Killed Another. 


AUSTIN ENGAGED 10 A LADY HERE 


He Disappeared and It Was Said He 
Had Started South. 


THAT WAS SOME TIME LAST YEAR 


Afterward a Body Was Found in the Mis- 
sissippi River,and ItIs Now Tbhougnt 
That It May Have Been Austin. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Decembér 13.—Sheriff 
Ege spent nearly the entire day yesterday 
in the vicinity of the spot where Catherine 
Ging was found dead, and late in the af- 
ternoon discovered in a patch of woods, 
between Lakes Calhoun and Harriet, a 
Satchel and some clothes underneath a 
brush heap, which appeared to have been 
recently overturned. There were two 
white shirts, a sleeveless black shirt, like 
what might have been used by a@ man 
working around an engine, a pair of trous- 
ers, a pair of tennis shoes, a slouch hat, 
two empty wine bottles and a basebali glove 
with the back cut out partially. There 
are stains on the shirt resembling blood. 
The trousers also have the appearance of 
having been at least partly washed. 

Harry Hayward, charged with the mur- 
der of Miss Ging, knew Charles A. Austin, 
of Albany, N. Y., who arrived here a year 
ago with a certified check for $6,500 and 
carried a $3,000 life insurance policy. Aus- 
tin soon disappeared. He was engaged to 
‘@ lady at Atlanta, Ga., and Hayward ac- 
counted for Austin’s absence from Minne- 
apolis later by saying that he had gone ta 
Atlanta to be married. Austin never reach- 
ed Atlanta and has never since been seen. 

A body, which was disfigured beyond 
recognition, was found in the Mississippi 
river a few days after Austin’s disappear- 
ance. It is now thought that it was Aus- 
tin’s. 

More Arrests to Be Made. 

Evidence is now in hand to tte effecf 
that Harry Hayward was the local member 
of am insurance swindling gang whose op- 
erations extended over the country. Enough 
has been learned, however, to warrant 
the statement that the police are looking 
for at least three other men, who are 
wanted in connection with the murder of 
Catherine Ging. 

A detective working on .ne’case has dis- 
covered that the method of this gang was 
to secure life t7iSurance on persons who 
could be induced to take out large policies 
on the representation that money could be 
borrowed on them. It would be plainly 
demonstrated te the insured that a profita- 
ble busineSs could be carried on in +this 
way. The plan to murder Catherine Ging

AGAINST FOREIGN LABOR. 


A Resolution Discussed by the Federa- 
tion at Denver. 

Denver, Col., December 13.—At the morn. 
ing session of the Federation of Labor, the 
resolution committee weported favorably 
upon the resolution submitted by the Plas- 
ters’ Protective union asking congress to 
pass a law making it criminal for employ- 
ers to supplement their hclp in time of a 
strike and warfare, by employing large 
companies of men from foreign countries. 
No such bands of men are to be employed 
who have resided in this country less than 
one year. 

This resolution was supported by the Fall 
River delegates, who claim that the law 
can be easily and legally passed. 

It was bitterly opposed by some of the 
delegates who declare that trades unions 
must take issue against wholesale foreign 
immigration. 

One delegate supporting the resolution, 
declared that all labor unions discriminate 
against Chinese and that the alien labor 
law also is in this line.

On a Visit to an Old Schoolmatein At- 
lanta—They Look Alike-A Sketch 
ofthe Distinguished Visitor.

Ex-Governor William E. Cameron, of. 
ia, is in the city, the guest of Major 

J. Van Holt Nash, at 19 Forest avenue. 
Of all the distinguished men who have 
occupied the gubernatorial chair of the 
Old Dominion none have gathered around 
them more friends and admirers, more 
genuine, true love and more devotion, 
simple and sincere, than William E. Came- 


ron. 
A man of the people, with the people and 
for the people he was when he took the 
chair from which the old state’s govern- 
ment is handled. In those days Virginia 
staggered not only under the heavy, un- 
just debt of today, but her statemen were 
unable to make anything like a temporary 
satisfaction for the thirst of the greedy 
bondholders. It was at this crisis in her 
Ristory, political and financial, that Wil-. 
Yam E. Cameron came in. His adminis- 
tration was a warm one, one- full of heat 
aid fight, but the govefnot camé out. 
leaving the situation clearer and better 


than when he went in. 

But ex-Governor Cameron’s visit to At- 
lanta has no political significance. He is 
now out of politics, both in Virginia and 
away from Virginia. Only on a trip of 
pleasure is he now. Years ago, before Gov- 
ernor Cameron probably thought of being 
governor of the Old Dominion he had a 
friend, a friejd of boyhood days in one J. 
Van Holt Nash, now Major J. Van Holt 
Nash, of Atlanta. That friendship of years 
standing has grown with each year of life 
and today warm and loving ure the ties 
which bind the two old Virginians. 

Late night before last a lone figure, 
Wrapped in a gray talma walked with a 
military tread up and down the union 
depot. The walker was Major J. Vam Holt 
Nash and he was walking to kill time 
until the Richmond and Danville tragn 
should arrive. That train @ame in and tne 
major was at its side when it stopped. 
Out of one of the sleepers stepped a gentie- 
man of distinguished bearing, a gentleman 
almost a counterpart in size and appear- 
ance of Major J. Van Holt Nash. 

There was a clasp of hands, a masculine 
hug and a “god dbiless’’ you-—a long sound 
on the “O.” 

Then arm in arm Major Nash led his 
welcomed guest off. 

That guest was ex-Governor Cameron, a 
gentleman who is now, and always will 
be, loved by Virginians. During the day 
yesterday the ex-governor and Major Nash 
were out for a short time and to the 
casual observer two brothers they were. 
In height they are about the same, while 
a halt-dozen pounds will tell the diffegence 
in their weight. The facial features are 
quite similar, while the growth of beard 
is the same in style—a mustache and 
chin whiskers, both marked with the 
whiteness of fifty-odd years. The step and 
Stride of the two side by side indicate the 
Same military training, while the polite, 
gentle, suave speech, jesture and manner 
of both carry with them thecoatof arms 
of the old state for which both fought, 
each ready to sacrifice his life and cach 
loves today so dearly. 

A picture it was to all who saw these 
two old friends in school, in war and in 
state love move along side by side. Gov- 
ernor Cameron is here now for only a 
day or two and is on his way to Talla- 
hassee, where his family is visiting his 
niece. Zhere he will remain two or three 
weeks, and on his return will remain in 
-the city several days, the guest again of 
Major J. Van Holt Nash and of some other 
Virginians. On his return he will be given 
@ reception by his Virginia friends and 
will in all probability address not only the 
Virginian Society informally, but the con- 
federate veterans. His recent address at 
Richmond to the Lee camp of confederate 
veterans was one of the most exquisite 
oratorical poems ever heard, and it is yet 
the talk of the old soldiers who heard 
it. That same story may be told to the old 
veterans of Fulton county by the fluent 
tongue of Governor Cameron. 


AGAINST SUNDAY TRAINS. 


A Populist Member of the Alabama 
Legislature Wants Them Mopped. 
Mcntgomcry, Ala., December 13.—(Special.)

In Favor of an Exhibit.

Mr. Peffer, however, took the floor to 
address the senate on the bill. 

Then the motion to adjourn over fill Mon- 
day was renewed by Mr. Wolcott, and it 
Was agreed to—yeas, 26; nays, 22. 

An amendment to the Nicaragua bill was 
offered by Mr. Call and its reading was 
called for by Mr. Morgan. The reading 
clerk glanced over it and quietly informed 
the presiding officer that he was unable 
to decipher it. Another call for its read- 
ing was._made, and the presiding officer an- 
nounced that it could not be read, as it 
was illegible. The reading clerk tackled 
it, however, but could get no furtleer than 
the words: “The United States of Ameri- 
ca.”” Then he came to a full stop and 
handed the paper in desperation to Mr. 
Gilfrey, the legislative clerk. 

This gentleman, however, declined to 
make the attempt, and the senate had to 
adjourn in ignorance of Mr. Call’s amend- 
ment, which it did at 4:25 o’clock p. m., 
until Monday next.

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POPULISTS WILL CONTEST. 


They Hope to Get the Seats ef Mis- 
sissippi- Congressmen. 

Jackson, Miss., December 13.--(Special.)— 
Contests have been brought by the populists 
for the congressional seats of Allen in the 
first, Money in the fourth, Williams in the 
fifth and Spencer in the 7th districts. It is 
charged in addition to various and sundry 
local election frauds that article 12 of the 
constitution, and chapter 103 of the revised 
code of Mississippi is in direct violation. of 
the act of congress admitting the state of 
Mississippi to representation in congress, 
wherein it was expressly stipulated as fol- 
lows:

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Congress Should Settle the Matter. 

The discussion that is going on over 
Mr. Carlisle’s currency plan very clearly 
demonstrates one fact, namely, that 
there is no unanimity of opinion among 
bankers or among those who sometimes 
see themselves referred to as financial 
experts. There are in this country not 
only two schools of thought on finance 
—one favoring government issues of 
notes, and the other favoring bank is- 
sues—but these schools are themselves 
divided and subdivided into irreconcila- 
ble factions; so that if we regard seri- 
ously this conflict of opinion there seems 
to be very little hope for the adoption 
of any plan. 

Yet The Constitution is of the opinion 
that the condition of the country is of 
such a character as to invite the so-called 
experts and the well-known amateurs 
of finance, both in the banks and out of 
them—in congress and out of it—to pool 
their issues and settle upon some 
definite plan that will secure to the busi- 
ness and people of ‘the country a suffi- 
cient supply of currency to lift prices a 
little and restore to our commercial af- 
fairs a measure of prosperity. 

Plenty of objections can be found to 
Mr. Carlisle’s plan, some of them seri- 
ous, but that is no reason why congress 
cannot take the plan and perfect it, and, 
by a series of compromises, arrive at a 
conclusion that will be of immediate 
benefit to the people. Mr. Carlisie’s 
plan is net such a remedy as The Con- 
stitution would formulate. It does not 
embody the measure of relief to which 
we believe the people are entitled. Its 
provisions in regard to the state banks 
are neither satisfactory nor complete. It 
is wholly in the nature of an experiment 
which may or may not provide relief. 
And yet The Constitution, instead of 
offering factious opposition to it, urges 
congress to take it up, consider it, and 
make it the basis of a measure that will 
be satisfactory to all interests. 

We have even refrained from dis- 
cussing the details of the measure until 
we could get a fair opportunity to im- 
press upon the minds of our readers 
that objection to any particular paré of 
the plan does not imply opposition to 
the plan itself. In fine, we do not pro- 
pose to discuss the project from the point 
of view of an oppovent, but with an 
eye single to having it presented in a 
shape that will meet the approval of 
the conflicting elements in congress. 

To some the provision requiring the 
banks to redeem their own notes will 
not commend itself. City banks will 
want to know how they are to manage 
‘the notes of country banks—how they 
are to be returned for redemption. We 
take it for granted that there will be 
strenuous objection to this feature of 
the plan, and yet this is the one feature 
calculated to secure what is called elas- 
ticity. It is a feature that has worked 
well in Canada and it worked well un- 
der the old state banking system in the 
south before the war. In order for the 
people to enjoy the benefits of a local 
currency—a currency that will not fly 
away and find lodgment in the eastern 
money centers, there must be a shade 
of insecurity about the issue. City banks 
must be ready and even anxious to re- 
turn for redemption the notes of banks 
with whose standing they are not fa- 
miliar, and these banks, in their turn, 
must keep constantly on hand or within 
easy reach a supply of the currency of 
_the best known banks with which to 
‘redeem their notes. Thus, automhtically, 
the volume of currency in parts of the 

‘country will expand or contract accord- 

ing to the demands of business. Bach 
‘bank will be anxious to keep its own 
notes in circulation, and will turn in 
for redemption the notes of competing 
banks as fast as they are received in 
“the course of business. | 

There is another feature of the plan 
‘that embodies an interesting experi- 
“ment. What effect on the value of 
legal tender notes and notes of 1890 
will the new demand for them result 
in? This is a very interesting question. 
‘The banks, instead of depositing bonds 
in the treasury to secure circulation, 
‘will now have to deposit greenbacks 
and treasury notes. When the bond re- 
quirement was put in operation, the 
fovernment securities were below par.

}money” and all that sort of thing the 
first consideration that suggests itself 
is the character of the redemption fund 
that is to be behind these new national 
and state bank notes. This is the first 
inquiry that members of congress are 
likely to make. If these notes are not 
to be in the nature of what the eastern 
press calls “rag money,” they must be 
based on some form of exchangeable 
money. 

Mr. George Rutledge Gibson, the em- 
| inent Wall street banker and financial 

writer, refers to this matter and says 
that this or any other plan for reform- 
ing the currency must inevitably bring 
up the question of the standards of 
value. That question is, shall the value 
of these notes conform to the single 
gold standard, or to the joint standard of 
gold and silver? This goes to the root 
of the matter. We cannot expand the 
currency or fit it to the demands of the 
people under the single gold standard. 
If we are to persist in the British sys- 
tem and make it permanent, we shall 
|have to reduce the volume of currency 
instead of expanding. We shall have to 
reduce the banks of issue instead of in- 
creasing them. 

This is so well known to those who 
have given the financial situation a mo- 
ment’s thought ‘that it is only. necessary 
to refer to the fact and pass on. We 
cannot have currency reform that 
amounts to anything until the represen- 
tatives of the people have made up 
their minds to restore silver. We can 
reduce the volume of currency, and 
thus, by making it scarcer and dearer, 
increase the pressure of hard times, or 
we can increase and expand it, still 
making its value conform to the single 
gold standard, and then wait to see the 
whole business end in smoke. Of the 
two methods we prefer the latter, since 
it will provide at least for an interim of 
good times, or for better times than we 
now have. 

Right at the door of discussion stands 
this question of standards of value. The 
democratic platform shows how it should 
be settled. But it will have to be set- 
tled one way or another, either accord- 
ing to ‘the democratic plan or according 
to the Wall street plan—and whatever 
settlement is made is not likely to be 
disturbed by legislation until it breaks 
down by its own weight or weakness. 

We trust, therefore, that congress will 
take up Mr. Carlisle’s plan and develop 
from it an entire reform of our finan- 
cial system in the interests of the peo- 
ple. 


The Port Arthur Massacre.

the interests of humanity.

We believe that such 
men generally achieve success, but it 
must be admitted that accidents and 
what we call luck have a great deal to 
do with human fortunes.

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The Gold Movement. 

The Daily Indicator, a market news- 
paper that is “on the inside” in Wall 
street matters, calls attention to the 
export movement of gold and makes 
the statement that neither the New 
York banks nor the United States treas- 
ury can take care ef a big demand for 
gold at this time. 
on to say that the New York banks have 
70,000,000 less gold than ‘they had last 
February, and the United States treas- 
ury only about $40,000,000 more. The 
suggestion is made that when the next 
bond issue is made the treasury will 
have to draw gold elsewhere than from 
the banks of New York. 

The Indicator’s figures were printed 
just after the treasury had settled down 
to business with its new gold supply. 
Today the reserve stands at only a frac- 
tion above $102,000,000 and the deple- 
tion has hardly begun. We do not see 
how it could be otherwise when the ad- 
ministration lies down under the policy 
of folly established by Charles Foster. 

We can get gold from Europe by is- 
suing bonds and selling them to the 
Rothschilds, but the Rothschilds can 
get their gold back on the vessel that 
brings it, and still have their bonds. 
They may not be so precipitate about re- 
calling their gold, but they can get it 
when they want it. 

What is ‘the use of robbing the people 
and outraging common sense by bond 
issues to which there can be no limit 
under the Cleveland-Harrison plan of 
discrediting and discriminating against 
all forms of currency except gold?

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How to Help the Farmers. ® 

Chairman Pope Brown, of the house 
general agricultural committee, is re- 
ceiving many letters endorsing ‘the re- 
port which he submitted to the house, 
a few weeks ago, in which a remedy 
was suggested for the present depressed 
condition of our farmers. 


Brown is one from Mr. S. M. Inman 
and one from Hon. James M. Smith. 
These two gentlemen—one at the head 
of the largest cotton house in the world, 
and the other well Known as the largest 
and most successful cotton planter in 
Georgia--uuite in commending the views 
presented in the report, and it goes 
without saying that their words will 
produce a deep impression upon the 
public mind. Mr. Inman-views agricul- 
ture from a business standpoint, and 
Mr. Smith views it as a practical farmer. 
The fact that the ‘two hold the same 
opinions will convince most people that 
the agricultural committee’s report is a 
very sound and valuable document. 

The Constitution has already printed 
the report in full, but a summary of its 
most important features will be of in- 
terest to our readers. Our farmers are 
advised to plant less cotton, and more 
oats, wheat and rye, at least ten acres 
to the plow, before Christmas, or early 
in January, preparing the ground well, 
and sowing on good land, with a view 
to pasturing the same, or cutting hay 
after removing the grain. Three-fourths 
of the land should then be prepared for 
corn, ground peas and field peas. Vege- 
tables should be planted largely and 
there should not be over ten acres of 
cotton to the plow. 

Commercial fertilizers should not be 
used when cotton is less than 8 cents. 
This policy will save the guano bill and 
reduce the cotton crop next year to 
6,000,000 bales. Remember, that an 
abundant crop. at declining prices means 
poverty. The plan recommended will 
bring more hogs, more beef, more milk 
and butter, more chickens and eggs, 
more colts, and will require less labor, 
expense, anxiety and risk. It will bring 
more money, pay back debts, and bring 
prosperity and independence. 

The report asks merchants and bank- 
ers to be as lenient as possible. If cot- 
ton is low the farmers of Georgia are 
not ‘to blame, and they are known to be 
an honest, debt-paying people. Mer- 
chants should encourage the farmers to 
produce all kinds of food supplies, and 
the townspeople should purchase these 
things from their customers, the country 
people, instead of sending to the west 
for them. 

On the same line it is recommended 
that our cotton be spun at home, and 
our wagons, buggies, furniture, shoes, 
ete., be made at home. This will Keep 
the money produced in Georgia within 
the borders of our ‘state. Then, we 
should encourage ‘the building of fac- 
tories and establish packing houses in 
our large cities. While diversified agri- 
culture will reward our toilers, we need 
more factories. They will build up 
towns, give employment to labor, and 
furnish the farmers with good home 
markets. If we stick to this policy and 
uphold our common schools, techno- 
logical schools and colleges we shall see 
Georgia develop rapidly and become 
prosperous. 

These are the essential points in Mr. 
Brown’s report, and we do not wonder 
that they are endorsed by far-seeing 
and practical men like Mr. Inman and 
Mr. Smith. Every farmer should cut 
out this summary and circulate it among 
his neighbors. It points out the road to 
prosperity. |

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Says The Washington Messenger: “Mr. de 
A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, surveying the 
world, comes to the conclusion that the 
sohth must make up its mind to grow 5-cent 
cotton hereafter. If this should turn out to 
be a correct prophecy then most of the 
states will have to abandon cotton or go 
into bankruptcy. That year which witnesses 
the curtailment of one-third of the crop will 
see cotton up again, perhaps not to the 
old figures of 11, 12 or 14 cents a pound, 
for India and Egypt will prevent that, but 
it will go up to 9 or 10 cents in all probabil- 
ity. North Carolina cannot afford to make 
5-cent cotton. If it is wise it will not attempt 
it. There is no doubt, we take it, that 
the great law of supply and demand has 
brought cotton down to 4% to 5 cents. Less 
grown for two years will put cotton up. 
It is worth trying. It is suicidal for most 
farmers to fool over cotton for 5 cents.

LHE REGISTRATION LAW. 


Macon Telegraph: The legislature, which 
is about to adjourn, has done enough to win 
the gratitude of the people of this state in 
putting upon the statute books a good reg- 
istration law. If it had done nothing else, 
it would have justified its existence and 
won for itself a distinction that will not 
soon be forgotten. When the bill seemed 
about to fall between the two houses there 
was a general feeling in the state that the 
legislature was showing itself to be heed- 
less Of the most crying need of the hour. 
In operation, defects in the new law will 
doubtless be discovered, but we think it is 
impossible for any fair man who reads the 
law to doubt that the men responsible for 
it had in mind the’ honest intention to 
make elections in this state as pure as they 
Ought to be. We believe it is a good law. 
It is not all that is required, because it 
ought to be supplemented by a good elec- 
tion law, but it will do very much to ex- 
clude from the polls men who have no moral 
or legal right to upproach them. It will 
have a great influence in putting the state’s 
political affairs in the control of the citizens 
who support it by paying taxes and whose 
intelligence makes its public opinion. It 
will limit the power of evil men to control 
the result of elections through corrupt 
means, and in doing so will go far towards 
restoring to the government itself the re- 
spect and pride which the people once en- 
tertained for it.

AN INTERESTING LETTER. 


From §. M. Inman to Chairman Brown 
of the Agricuitural Committee. 

The report of the agricultural committee 
of the house of representatives, of which 
Hon. J. P. Brown, of Pulaski, is chairman, 
admonishing the farmers of the south of 
the course that should be pursued to meet 
and overcome the general distress from 
which agricultural interests, like all others, 
are suffering, has been published in full 
in The Constitution. 

Chairman Brown has received letters 
from all parts of the country endorsing 
the. report and suggestiong of the com- 
mittee. And among the others received is 
one from Mr. S..M. Inman, of Atlanta, 
which is furnished The Constitution by 
Mr. Brown and which contains such good 
advice and wise suggestions that he 
thinks it should be published for the bene- 
fit of the public. It is as follows: 

“Fion. J. P. Brown, Chairman Agricultu- 
ral Committee House of Representatives, 
Atlanta, Ga.—My Dear Sir: I have read and 
reread the report of your committee, which 
was no doubt drawn by you, and I beg to 
say that it is by far the ablest paper that 
I have seen on the present condition of 
the south and the means necessary to be 
used to change this condition. You have 
evidently given much thought to the sub- 
ject,, and if our people could only realize 
the importance of what you say and act 
upon it our position within a year would be 
vastly changed. Being necessarily com- 
pelled in some degree to study the supply 
and demand of cotton for the world’s needs, 
it has been apparent to me for several 
years that we were placed beyond control 
to choose between making less cotton or 
taking less and less for it. Our southern 
states have almost a monopoly in supplying 
the increased amount necessary for the 
increasing consumption of the world. For- 
eign crops in a term of years increase but 
very little. This being the case, if only 
intelligent means were used to restrict pro- 
duction within a moderate scope and in- 
crease our crops a few hundred thousand 
bales a year instead of one and a half to 
two millions at a time we could almost com- 
mand our own prices for cotton and our 
country grow rich in a short time. It rests 
in its last analysis with the producers of 
the south to control prices. If we make 
more than the world needs the world is 
very apt to buy it at its own price. From 
the present outlook it is almost absolutely 
certain that when the crop of next summer 
begins to come into market September 1, 
1895, there will be an accumulation of stock 
of old cotton in the markets of the world 
far beyond what has ever existed before. 
If our next crop should be a large one to 
add to this supply, and aggravate the sit- 
uation thereby, it is hard to tell how low 
cotton will go next season. On the other 
hand, if only a moderate crop should be 
raised the situation will right itself in a few 
months and cotton will bring a fair price. 

“I wish sincerely your address could 
be read by every planter in the southern 
states, and not only by the planters, but 
by merchants, bankers and all parties at 
interest, sO that some united action could 
be taken for the good of the country. Very 
truly yours,  § M,.

During the afternoon other forces were at 
work. The friends of Governor Atkinson 
felt and declared that he had 
been treated unfairly, that his 
nominations were entitled at least to the 
courtesy of a committee investigation, and 
that, while admitting the full right of the 
senate to reject, yet that reconsideration 
of the action should be had in justice to the 
governor, as well as to Mr. Berry. The re- 
sult has been told. Under the pressure of 
appeals from the governor, from his friends, 
personal and political, from Mr. Berry and 
his friends, and the conviction that the 
morning’s action had been probably hasty, 
the senate reconsidered the rejection, but 
left the nomination itself to the operation 
of custom in such cases. 

The Commissioner Votes. 

But a second scene, equal to that of the 
morning, was impending. During the ex- 
ecutive session Professor Glen had been 
confirmed as state school commissioner. 
The fight to make that officer elective 
through constitutional amendments, which 
had been carried over from the day before, 
was at once precipitated upon opening the 
doors with an earnestness which told of 
strong feeling. Senutor Harris, of the third 
district, with emphatic earnestness, pic- 
tured the improvement that would take 


place in the educational department as scon 
as its head “was brought into touch with 
the @eople.”’ Senator Harris, of the twenty- 
second, was equally convinced that the 
office would lose its efficiency if brougnt 
before the people. The vote was rushed 
through, and again thirty-two senators 
voted to make the commissionership of ed- 
ucation an elective office. 
What Did It All Mean? 

Now, that the legislature has adjourned, 
people are beginning to ask the meaning of 
all this. Does it mean continued diver- 
gence, or was it merely the accident of a 
sudden situation? There were those who 
criticised severely the action ot the senate. 
That criticism is well answered by Senator 
Boyd, who says: 

“The filling of an office is the joint work 
of the governor and the senate. Each sen- 
ator is just as much entitled to his share in 
the work with the governor. The governor 
acts singly in sending in a name, while the 
senate acts collectively. It is thus forced 
to rely for much information from the sen- 
ator from whose district the nominee comes. 
Being on the ground, he knows the local 
feeling and the circumstances surrounding 
the office. It is but natural and right that 
the views of the senator should have great, 
and sometimes, controlling weight. 

“This great weight, however, should not 
operate to the discredit of the nominee or 
to the censure of the governor. But here 
observe another point. The senate’s dura- 
tion is limited by-law. In this case the 
last day had arrived. The desks were fill @ 
with urgent legislation requiring closing 
up. The senators, who had plenty of time 
a week earlier to consider nominations, 
were now unable to attend to the accumu- 
lated business necessary on the last day. 
The governor knew all this. He knew that 


ing to the expiration of the senate by law, 
that it did not have the time to investi- 
gate. It could only confirm, ignore or con- 
firm without investigation. Whatever ac- 
tion the senate took would have to be with- 
out investigation. The senator from the 
thirty-fifth opposed the confirmation, and 
that ended it. When reconsideration was 
asked for it was granted, merely as the 
re-establishment of the status quo, leaving 
the governor ™ the responsibility of his 
office during the recess. It is manifestly 
unfair, therefore, to say that the senate 
acted either hastily or discourteously. 
With all respect, I desire to say that since 
the governor knew there were opposing in- 
fluences at work in regard to the nomina- 
tion that he should have sent it in earlier, 
so as to have afforded the senate the op- 
portunity of sifting both sides of the ques- 
tion, paying all respect to the governor, 
doing justice to the people of Atlanta, tak- 
ing full care of the reputation of the nom- 
inee and by doing so, performing faithfully 
its constitutional duty.” 

‘ Will He Sign the Bill? 

Will Governor Atkinson approve the bill 
making the office of state school commis- 
sioner elective? 

There are those who say that he will 
not do so; that he will veto it, and that 
he will be able to assign abundant good 
reasons for so doing. 

Others say that he is already committed 
to the election of statehouse officers by 
the people. It is recalled that it was Rep- 
resentative W. Y. Atkinson who introduced 
into the legislature of 1889 the constitutional 
amendment by which the commissioner of 
agriculture wags made elective. Whether 
that was a wise change or not is a de- 
batable question. 

Senator Mercer, of the ninth district, was 
one of those who voted against the pending 
bill. He said: 

“I am as much in favor of appealing to 
the people as any one, but there are many 
things that I can better do through my agent 
than through myself. I do nut want to see 
the school commissioner traveling over the 
state at the public expeuse on political 
missions. I do not want tu see the county 
institutes turned into cuyunty caucuses. 
I have already seen the evil that has been 
done by turning the farmers’ agricultural 
clubs into political clubs, winding up in 
third partyism. I do nut want to see our 
teachers dragged thfough the same experi- 
ence with the farmers. 

“Just think of it a moment,” said he, 
‘Make the commissioner of education elec- 
tive and you will have a man who, through 
his county commissioner in everv county, 
his teacher in every militia district’ of 
the state, his personal traveling expenses 
paid by the state, will simply have control 
of the politics of the state, and make and 
unmake governors to his liking, I have read 
The Constitution’s editorials about th¢ 
judges and solicitors general controlling 
politics. Why, that isn’t a circumstance to 
what the elective commissivner of eJuca- 
tion would be.” | 
Governor Atkinson had not reached con- 
sideration of the measure yesterday. It is 
stated around the capitol that he is not 
entirely satisfied with his experiment of 
making the agricultural commissioner elec. 
tive, and if this be true, it may have a 
powerful influence on his action in regard 
to the bill now awadting his signature. 
President Venable has just reason to be 
proud of the record he has made in the 
chair. This was abiy stated by Senator N. 
BE. Harris on the floor of the senate. “‘Never 
before have I seen a man 80 soon grapple | 
the intricate duties of such an office with 
such success.

GALL UPON CONGRESS FOR RELIEF 


A Strong Resolution Endorsing the Carlisle 
Pian Is Adopted, and Congress Is Asked 
to Pass Mr. tpringer’s Bill. 


At a meeting of bankers and representa- 
tive business men of Atlanta, held at the 
Chamber of Commerce at the call of Presi- 
dent Stewart Woodson yesterday, it was 
determined to call upon the representutives 
from Georgia in congress to aid the pas- 
Sage of the bill embodying the Ynancial 
plan recently set forth by Secretary Car- 
lisle. 

The meeting was held at 11 o'clock, and 
there was a representative set of business 
men present, with a representation from 
all the banks in the city. 

In calling the meeting to order President 
Woodson stated that the purpose was to 
see what could be done towards urging 
congress to do something for the relief of 
the people in the matter of financial and 
currency legislation. 

“Since Atlanta always takes the first 
step in matters of this nature,’’ said Mr. 
Woodson, “it has been deemed necessary 
for this meeting to be called and a full 
expression of opinion obtained from the 
bankers and business men of this city in 
the shape of resolutions calling upon con- 
gress to give some legislation that will be 
of benefit to the people of the country from 
the evils that now exist. 1 am sure that 
we have an interest in the issues now pend- 
ing before congress that will prompt us 
to take some such action. But, before 
entering upon such a step we must have a 
full and free expression from all present 
who feel disposed to discuss the questions 
that confront the country today. I call 
upon Mr. W. A. Hemphill, who is present, 
to give his ideas as to the present evils 
and the most advantageous and feasible 
remedy.” 

Mr. Hemphill arose and made a short 
speech on the line indicated. He said that 
he was sure that something was needed, 
but thought the best way to get down to 
business was to appoint a committee of 
five and let them report some sort of reso- 
lution in order that the discussion might 
be opened in a business-like way. “We 
must first see what the sense of the meet- 
ing is,’ said Mr. Hemphill, “and then take 
such action as ma’ty be indicated by the ma- 
jority of votes. Some of us may have one 
idea as to the remedy and others may have 
quite different plans, while all of us agree 
that something is necessary.” 

A Full Discussion Followed. 

“Let us have a full discussion,’ said Mr. 
T. B. Neal, president ef the Neal Bank- 
ing Company. “I think that the plans 
that have been laid wefore congress lately 
by Secretary Carlisle might be taken up 
and discussed in an extensive way. As for 
me, I favor the plan, but there may be 
others here wko do not. Let us have a full 


discussion before the committee is ap- 
pointed.’”’ 
Mr. George DeSaussure was called on 


and spoke quite at length about the Car- 
lisle plan. He began by saying that he 
thought it was a matter in which every 
banker and business man ought to feel a 
deep and profound interest. “I believe,”’ 
said he, ‘“‘that the plan is a good one and 
a wise one, and I think that it will have 
the good effect of weening the government 
away from the banking business, which is 
a consummation devoutly to be wished. It 
will give the separate states more freedom 
at the same time preserving a sound and 
staple currency. 

“One man claims that all issue should be 
secured by the government, while others 
claim that it should not be so. I think 
the Carlisle plan is a happy medium that 
will bring about a wise and satisfactory 
compromise.” 

In closing his remarks Mr. DeSaussure 
complimented Mr. Jacob Haas, cashier of 
the Capital City bank, very highly upon 
his views on the Carlisle plan recently pub- 
lished in one of the city papers and asked 
him to address the meeting on the sub- 
ject. 

What Mr. Haas Said. 

“The Carlisle plan,’ said Mr. Haas, “‘is 

a wise measure and comes nearer fitting 
the needs of the country, in my opinion, 
than anything we have had for quite a 
while among the many suggestions that 
have been -given. 
“Under the provisions of the bill that ts 
now before congress embodying this plan 
it is to be seen that there will be far more 
freedom given state banks than hereto- 
fore. In fact there need not be any state 
banks, one would think, since they can all 
became national banks with all ease and a 
uniform currency could be issued as good 
in Georgia as anywhere. I am not myself 
very much in favor of local currency. I 
want a money that is as good in California 
as in Kalamazoo. 

“T don’t think any law ought to be made 
that will encourage too far local currency, 
but I do think a law is needed to encour- 
age a more liberal currency on @ general 
plane, In a conversation with Mr. Hemp- 
hill this morning I remarked that I was 
in favor of something to give relief. I 
seriously think relief is very much needed 
the country over, not alone in the south, but 
in the east and west as well. I believe we 
ought to have some sort of currency legis- 
lation, but I am frank to say that I fear 
that we are not going to get it. I am for 
anything that is safe and sound, as I 
think the Carlisle plan is. I believe it is 
honest and trustworthy and sound. I have 
given the matter a good deal of study and 
I am free to own that when I studied the 
Canadian plan I thought that was the 
thing. When I studied the Herace White 
scheme I thought that was better and I 
was most favorably struck with the Balti- 
more plan, but I am of the opinion that we 
can do no better now than to endorse at 
this meeting the Carlisle plan and ask 
congress to pass the bill of Mr. Springer 
embodying that plan.” 

Mr. Haas went further to say that one 
particular feature that had aroused his 
favor in the plan was the purpose of retir- 
ing in time the legal tender that has been 
out thirty years. He said this tender had 
been staying out like a prommissory note 
that is often renewed. 

Mr. Neal asked Mr. Haas what he meant 
by saying that every state bank could be- 
come a national bank, and what would be 
the advantage in issuing money as a na- 
tional bank and state bank, when Mr. Haas

Ex-Governor Bullock ‘was called on and 
stated that he believed this meeting ought 
to approve any wise and honest plan that 
was ible. He said that while he had 
somewhat different views on the situation | 
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seemed right in the main as he thought the 
Carlisle plan was. He said if congress would 
have the nerve to issue enough bonds while 
the credit of the country was so goq@d and 
get rid of all the outstanding notes it 
would work to the best tmterests of the 
people in the long run. But he had no 
special opposition to raise to the Carlisl 
plan. * 
The Committee Retires. 

President Woodson appointed a commit- 
tee of five to report a resolution which 
would express the sense of the meeting to 
the members of congress. 

The committee consisted of the following: 
Mr. Hemphill, Mr. T. B. Neal, Mr. J. G. 
Oglesby, Mr. Jacob Haas and Mr. George 
DeSaussure. 

It was not long before the committee re- 
turned and Mr. Oglesby, as secretary of the 
body, read the following resolutions as the 
report: — 

“Whereas, In just acknowledgement of the 
urgent need and in patriotic response to a 
universal demand for an immediate reform 
in our system of finances the secretary of 
the treasury bas offered to congress a 
thoughtfully devised plan; 

“Resolved, That a careful consideration of 
the plan submitted by Mr. Carlisle convinces 
us of its wisdom and conservatism. We rec- 
ognize in it ample safety to the holders of 
the contemplated issue of both national and 
state banks; its prudent liberality in mevt- 
ing the requiremenits of the rapidly increas- 
ing industries of our people, and its appro- 
priate adjustment to the fluctuating de- 
mands of commerce; its protection to our 
public treasury and to our national credit; 
its ingenuity in enlarging and perpetuating 
the circulation of silver; its remarkable sim- 
plicity and clearness. We believe that with 
slight amendments, it will bring early relief 
to languishing trade. We therefore fully en- 
dorse the plan, and earnestly request our 
representatives in both branches of con- 
gress to use their influence and active exer- 
tions in effecting a speedy enactment of 
their proposed financial legislation.” 

Captain Burke’s Opposition. 

Captain T. F. Burke raised a slight objec- 
tion to the report of the committee in that 
it was a somewhat too strong and em- 
phatic endorsement of the Carlisic plan 
without qualification. 

He traced the plan at length and .stated 
kis objections in a clear manner, holding 
that the Carlisle plan did not hold strict 
enough account over the banks for the re. 
demption of the issue. 

There was a great deal of discussion on 
this point alone, in which Mr. Haas, Mr. 
Oglesby and several cthers took a promi- 
nent part. Mr. Neal made a strong speech 
offsetting the objections raised by Captain 
Burke. 

Ex-Governor Bullock offered as a snbsti- 
tute to the committee’s report the follow- 
ing resolutions, which were defeated by an 
overwhelming vote, it being said that they 
were not positive enough: 

“Whereas, The great unrest among the 
people upon financial. questions brings pa- 
ralysis upon all our business interests and 

‘Whereas, The president of the United 
States and the secretary of the treasury 
aoe recommended to congress a plan of re- 
ief, 

**Therefore, be it resolved, That we call 
upon our secretaries and representatives to 
give said recommendation prompt and care. 
ful consideration to the end that relief 
may be promptly given to the country on 
the financial issues without limitation upon 
partisan lines.’’ 

Then the original report of the committee 
was read again by Secretary H. G. Saun- 
ders, and it was adopted by an almost unan.- 
imous vote, there being only two cast 
against it. 

To Send Them to Congressmen. 

It was decided before adjournment that a 
copy of the resolutions be sent to each 
member of congress and that all of the rep- 
resentatives from Georgia be cailed upon 
to urge the passage of the Springer bill now 
ee which -carried out the Carlisle 
plan, 
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A MIDNIGHT ADARM. 


A Lively Blaze Early This Morning 
Does Some Damage. 

A midnight alarm was turned in last night 
from box 25, calling the fire department 
to No. 20 Hayden street, where Mrs. Fred 
Garrow resides.

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The Yenable Bill Will Probably Bo 
: Acted on Today. 
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IT WILL BE THOROUGHLY DISCUSSED 


A Number of Insurance Men Will Make 
Arguments Against It—Talks with 
Several of Them. 


There will be a lively scene in Governor 
Atkinson's office this morning when the 
discussion for and against the Venable in- 
surance bill begins. 

A number of prominent local insurance 
men will be on hand and will elaborate.fo 
Governer Atkinson the points that they be- 
lieve are sufficient in themselves to condemn 
the bill as cne that would be inoperative. 
They will argue the effect of the bill and 
will use all the powers of elequence and 
logic to prevent it from becoming a law. 

On the other haid, there are many advo- 
cates of the bill. 

It will be left ultimately with Governor 
Atkinson to make the measure a law or to 
veto it. 

The insurance men do not hesitate to 
condemn the Venable insurance bill and are 
ready to be quoted as opposed to its final 
passage. Among.those egainst the bill is 
W.-W. Thomas, president of the Southern 
Mutual Insurance Company. Speaking of 
the Venable bill he says: . 

“ft is my opinion that this act of the leg- 
isiature is about on a par with the one 
passed several years ago, which related to 
the use of oleomargarine. It previded that 
every hotel using oleomargarine should 
place a sign over the entrance: ‘This hotel 
uses oleomargarine.’ The hotels that have 
piaced this sign up are very few. So it will 
be with the insurance companies. The bill 
requires that these companies place across 
the face of the policy the statement that 
the company has no deposit in Georgia and 
has no agents. This would be as frequent 
as the signs over the entrances to hotels 
using oleomargarine. The application is 
plain.”’ 

What Mr. Joel Hurt Believes. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, of the Atlanta Home In. 
Surance Company, is éutspoken in his op- 
position to the Venable bill. He believes 
that it is not in accordance with the con- 
stitution and that it isinline with class 
legislation. Besides this he thinks that the 
bill would become a dead letter if made a 
law. He will very likely be heard before 
Governor Atkinson today. 

“Il am opposed to the bill for a mumber 
of reasons,’’ said Mr. Hurt last night. “In 
the first place it seeks to introduce a meth- 
od of doing business that would be entirely 
contrary to the well established laws of the 
state heretofore in existence. I consider 
that it would be a dead letter on the stat- 
utes, and that the amount of premiums 
taken in om all the policies issued under this 
law in a year would be less than one-haif 
the expense the state has already incurred 
in passing this bill. 

“It could only operate, it it became a law, 
in the interest of people cf large means 
and who have sufficient time to investigate 
the responsibility of the companies with 
which they would do business. People of 
small means could not afford .to look so 
closely into the companies. They could not 
insure without running risks in event of 
loss by fire. 

“The bill is a species of class legislation 
and attempts to invade the constitutional 
provision for the regulation of this state’s 
irsurance business. It is unwise as it has 
passed with the amendment by Mr. Broyles 
which provides that the companies shail 
let it be known if they have no deposit ‘u 
the state. 

“I am against it on this account, and be- 
lieve that it would have a tendency to en- 
trap ignorant people. The Venabie Dill 
should be regarded as an unfortunate piece 
of legislation. I believe that if it passed it 
would practically be a dead-letter law.” 

Mr. Stockdell’s Views of the Bill. 

Mr. H. C. Stockdell, who has been promi- 

nently identified with matters of insurance 
for many years, has some original views on 
the Venable bill. 
. “It’s unconstitutional, to begin with,” 
said he last night. ‘In the second place I 
can’t see where it will amount to anything 
if it is ma&e a law. I wouldn't give 10 cents 
to see it vetoed, except as a matter of prin- 
ciple. I believe that if it is viewed from the 
standpoint of principle alone, it should be 
killed. On the other hand, I believe that if 
it is made a law the larger companies and 
most reliable will not take advantage of it 
from principie, and that the smaller ones 
will be disbarred.’’ 


THE CASE DISMISSED. 


The Affair of the Bailiffs and Boyd’s 
Minstrels Tried. 

Before Judge Perkerson yesterday the 
cases against ’Mr. Morton Smith and Ser- 
geant Ozburn, charged with obstructing a 
legal process in that they interfered with 
the entrance of bailiffs into the opera house 
on the night of Boyd’s minstrels, was tried 
and. dismissed. 

Judge Perkerson was of the opinion that 
the affair was not a legal violation. 

Mayor Goodwin appeared for Mr. Smith 
and made a strong speech, saying that there 
was no immediate necessity for the officers 
to enter the theater, that they could have 
waited. 


DIPHTHERIA AT ASHTABULA 


Spread by a Milkman Who Had the 
Disease. 

Columbus, O., December 13.—A letter from 
Dr. W. A. Hopkins, of Ashtabula, received 
at the office of the state board of health 
today gives the details of the terrible 
ravages of diphtheria in that city. The 
disease commenced on December 6th, and 
up to today there had been sixty cases and 
ten deaths. The authorities are doing all 
possible to stamp out the disease. The 
schools have been closed and all public 
assemblages are prohibited. Thirty-seven 
houses are under strict quarantine, and Dr. 
Miller, of Cleveland, a member of the state 
board, has gone to Ashtabula to assist the 
local health officers. 

The. disease was scattered about the city 
in. a very peculiar manner, having its 
origin: through Gontact with a milkman. 
The dairyman was suffering with a mild 
attack of diphtheria, but was not aware 
of his condition. He continued. to assist 
in milking the cows, and with the excep- 
tion of two days, peddled milk along the 
usual route. The disease developed along 
the same territory, and the authorities ere 
firmly of the opinion that the contagion 
was spread through the city by the milk- 
man. 

When questioned by the local health 
officers, the milkman stated that he suffer- 
ed from a sore throat, but had not the 
slightest idea that it was diphtheria. 

His business has been completvly sus- 
pended by order of the board of health. 
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It Developed Later That He Needed 
Some Higher Aid. 


DOBBS WAS CONVICTED AND SENTENCED 


He Shot at Bailiff Summers Several Weeks 
Ago—Bonds Were Forfeited by 
Two Oefendants,

Jim Dabbs, who créated a sensation sev- 
eral weeks ago by shooting at Bailiff Sum- 
mers and refusing to be arrested, was tried 
yesterday before Judge Rchard Clark, con- 
victed of assault with intent to murder and 
sentenced to two years in the penitentiary. 
When Dabbs, who is, to say the least, a 
very eccentric negro, was brought into 
court yesterday morning he created a small 
sized, very brief sensation. As soon as he 
was made to sit in the prisoner’s chair he 
exclaimed: 

“This is morning. Let us all pray.” 
From the chair he slid to the floor upon 
his knees and was about to launch forth into 
a supplication of some character when the 
court bailiff caught him in the collar and 
jerked him back into the chair, at the same 
time dampening his religious ardor. Dabbs 
said in his statement that this world was 
the meanest he had ever lived in and that 
he didn’t have much affection for it. 

The charge that Dabbs was tried on was 
that of assault with intent to murder. Bai- 
liff Summers, of Justice Orr’s court, had a 
warrant against Dabbs, and went to 
Dabbs’s store to serve it on him and place 
him under arrest. Dabbs refused to be ar- 
rested. He intimated that he had no in- 
tention of permitting himself to be arrested. 
Bailiff Summers returned and secured the 
assistance of another bailiff and a police. 
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man. The bailiff then returned and went : 
into the store where Dabbs was sitting in 


a back room and told him he was going to 

place him under arrest. Dabbs jerked up a 
pistol and without a word of warni§® fired : : 
at the bailiff, who hastily jumped out of the 
door and closed it with equally rapid move- 
ments. : 

Dabbs refused to surrender and the offi- 
cers could do nothing with him. He would 
not capitulate and the siege was raised.

The practical defeat of the free sugar bill 
and the advance in refined of l-l6c per 
pound, in the opinion of most opera@rs, 
hardly accounts for the enhancement no- 
ted, and there is more than a suspicion that 
there is a big fight going on among the in- 
siders. It will be remembered that Presi- 
dent Havemeyer, in his famous interview 
previous to the declaration of the regular 
dividend, stated that the trade was in poor 
shape and ordered the closing down of all 
the trust refineries. Subsequently the order 
was modified and later, when the directors 
met, he was overruled in the matter of the 
dividend. This, it is claimed, has created 
internal dissensions, and one of the biggest 
battles in the history of this most phenom- 
enal stock is now going on. The average 
trader is not disposed to touch the stocks, 
and the giants of the sugar trade have the 
field to themselves. The outcome, it is 
needless to add, is awaited with the great- 
est interest. Notwithstanding the excite- 
ment in Sugar, operators paid considerable 
attention to the railway list. The street 
has come to the conclusion that the senate 
will pass the Patterson pooling bill, and 
that, too, at an early date.

Chicago, Dec2mber 13.—Wheat displayed 
considerable strength the first part of the 
session and with clearances aggregating 
550,000 bushels of wheat and flour from the 
Atlantic ports, the outlook for a while was 
encouraging. As the gession wore on the 
market again assumed that lethargic at- 
titude, and on a lack of further support, 
gradually sank of its own weight, specula- 
tion being devoid of sentiment: Reports 
were current that Isa Platte crop is one- 
third smaller than last year, while The 
Price Current is responsible for the state- 
ment that wheat feeding is still maintained, 
and that the marketing of wheat is expect- 
ed to show a decrease in the near future. 
These statements, however, had little effect, 
as the ruling factor here at present is the 
foreign situation, which continues discour- 
aging. Cables were decidedly indifferent, 
foreigners manifesting little or no interest. 
On this side the market has ruled depress- 
ed, and acts as though it was overloaded. 
There is too much in sight for the trade to 
carry or to encourage foreign buying. 

On the lighter movement: the corn market 
opened strong and fairly active. Considera- 
ble long stuff was thrown on the market, 
however, the latter half of the session, and 
the market broke, declining %c from the 
high point, a few stop orders being caught 
on the way down. Shippers sold while com- 
mission houses had realizing orders. Buying 
was scattered. 

Provisions, like grain, opened with an en- 
couraging aspect, and with buying by pack- 
ers a fair advance was scored, the strength 
emanating from light receipts of hogs, 
which ran 13,000 under expectations. The 
little rise, however, led to realizations in 
the closing dealings.

Honers to Colenel Avery. 


Colonel I. W..Avery is making himself at 
heme in South America. He has already 
found a warm place in the hearts of Brazil 
where he has done excellent work for the 
exposition. Lhe newspapers of that repub- 
lic have contained many handsome things 
about him. 

A long communication was received from 
him yesterday by President Charles A, Col- 
er. It was written from Rie Janeiro, and 
the tone of it’ was ‘most enthusiastic. He 
has met with greater success than he antice 
pated in Brazil. It is practically ‘certain 
that Brazil will have on exhibit here. 

“O Paiz”’ (The Country), the leading paper 
of Brazil, gives a readable account of an 
interesting public function in which the 
l'nited States is concerned, and in which 
Colonel Avery participated. The occasion 
was the unveiling of a monument to James 
Monroe, the fifth vresident of the United 
States. The Monroe doctrine is immensely 
popular in Brazil, and that admiring, people 
are erecting a handsome monyment to him. 
Here is the account, taken from The Coun- 
try, of Rio Janeiro: 

“Today at 11 o’clock was laid the first 
stone of the monument to be erected to the 
eminent president of the United States of 
America, as a sign ef with his 
thought, and in hener of the government of 
those states which helped us so much in the 
time of struggle and revolution. A pavilion 
was erected for that purpose, in which 
were inseribed the names of all the repub- 
lics of both Americas. Therein were seated 
the executive board and guests, there ap- 
pearing a great number of prominent per- 
sons, delegates of the garrison of the city, 
and of the press. 

“James Monroe, the eminent American, 
the fifth president of the great North Amer- 
ican republic, was born at Monroe’s Creek, 
in the state of Virginia, and wags the son of 
an humble carpenter, 

“Immediately after leaving school, being 
still very young, he enlisted in the ranks of 
the brave men who were fighting for the 
independence of their country, He gave 
proofs of much courage and valor in differ- 
ent battles, especially at Trenton, where he 
Was wounded. 

“When the republican ideas triumphed in 
his country he, who had already become a 
colonel, withdrew entirely from military 
service in order to take a course of study in 
civil law, wherein he highly distinguished 
himself. He was successively military com- 
mander of Virei member of the nation- 
al congress, delegate to the convention of 
Virginia and senator. | 

“Being sent by Washingtan as minister 
plenipotentiary to the government of the 
first French republic; he reached Paris after 
the fall of Robegpierre and of /\tis party. 

“In 1811 he was appointed secretary of 
foreign affairs, which office he held until 
elected by his fellow citizens president of 
therepublic. In this position he distinguish- 
ed himself very much @ a prom!i- 
nent man through his political doctrine rel- 
ative to the independence of the Spanish- 
American republics, which were in strife 
with the mother country, Monroe declaring 
that they should, by all means, sustain the 
liberties already acquired. The policy of 
Monroe, which since then has been be 
icy of the United States of North America, 
ean be said to have originated ftom a letter 
that Jefferson wrote him, in which this 
great and prominent American statesman 
declared that the ruling course of procedure 
of the United States had to be the same al- 
ways—not to interfere in European ques- 
tions and by no means to allow the Euro- 
pean powers to meddle with American af- 
fairs. 

“Then Monros doctrine was sanctioned 
by the congress of the American republics, 
assembled in Panama in‘ 1826, where all 
these powers sclemnly d@ their adhe- 
sion to it and protested any event- 
ual intervention of Europe in American 
matters.

RAILWAY STATISTICS. 


7 
Interesting Figures As They Appear 
in the Report of the Commission. 

The recent report of the interstate com- 
merce commission is interesting. 

The commission includes in its report 
statistics of railways for the year ending 
June 30, 1898. On that date there were 
176,461.07 miles of line in the United States, | 
being an increase during the year of 4,- 
897.55. miles. The number of railway cor- 
porations was 1,89, being an increase of 
sixty-eight over the previous year. Of 
these 989 maintaimed operating accounts 
and 778 were subsidiary lines, or parts of 
larger systems, of which 326 were leased 
for fixed money rental, 195 for a contingent 
money rental, the remainder being operated 
under some other form of traffic agree- 
ment. The téndency toward consolidation 
is shown by the fact that twenty-eight 
roads were merged, twenty roads were re- 
organized. and sixteen roads consolidated 
into other systems. There were - forty- 
two operating companies having a mileage 
in excess of 1,000 miles. The capitalization 
of the roads reporting was § 0,506,235,410, 
equivalent to $63,421 per mile of line. The 
number of passengers carried was 593,560,- 
612, and the number of tons of freight car- 
ried was 7 482. The gross earnings 
$1,220,751,874, the operating expenses | 
$27,921,288, leaving net earnings of $392,- 
$30,575, which sy equivalent to $2,314 per 
mile of line. Adding to this the income 
from other sources to the amount of $149,-

An Interesting Town-—A Good Opening 
There fora, Bank Run by Capitalists

Rio de Janiero, Bazil, November. 9,—The | 


for New York on its regular fortnightly 
trip, and I must write you to take advan- 
tage of this bi-monthly chance to commu- 
nicate with my own people. We ought to 
have at least weekly mail service between 
this important country and the United 
States. Out of $315,000,000 of foreign trade 
done by Brazil, we dtd in. 1892, $152,000,000 of 
it, buying from Brazil $118,000,000 and selling 
her only $14,000,0000, Europe buys little from 
her and sell her everything she uses, and 
in addition to that gets the profit on the 
use of her money to pay for our bills. 

With Rio filled with American buyers,’ 
we have not a single Yankee bank here, 
while it is crowded with European banks, 
which make no loans; but make enormous 
profits on exchange, which is high here. 
Exchange on London governs. Consul Gen- 
eral Townes took me to the London and 
Brazilian bank, limited, to draw some 
drafts. Exchange was marked that day 
4.41 per cent. I drew a $150 draft and we 
estimated that the bank both ways would 
make 5 per cent. There is the finest open- 
ing in the world here for a United States 
bank. 

The Exposition. 

I found United States Minister Thomas 
L. Thompson has his legation at Petropolis, 
twenty-eight miles from here, and I went 
up to see him and delivered my letter from 
| Secretary Gr&fham. Mr. Thompson is a 
California democratic editor and a fine 
gentleman: I found him ardently in sym- 
pathy with our expesotion.

in charming comparison to this is the high 
professienal position of pharmacists in Eu- 
ropean countries, In the Austrian army 
the pharmacists rank with the surgeons 
and assistant surgeons, running from the 
rank of lieutenant to senior lieutenant, cap- 
tail, major, lieutenant colonel, up to full 
colonel. In the German army fhe service 
is arranged in a very similar manner, as is 
also that of Hungary. in the Italian army 
the rank is from second lieutenant through 
the various grades up to full colonel, In 
both the French and Russian armies the 
ranking is still higher; the highest official 
position of the apothecary in each of them 
+ being that of major general. What a con- 
trast does our own gervice in the United 
States present. In the civilized world the 
dilatory action of thé United States is‘only 
equaled by that of China and England. 
In the, Japanese army the pharmacists re- 
celve the same pay and rank as that of 
second lieutenants, first lieutenants and 
captains, the ranks being divided into three 
grades. They besides receive additional 
pay for special duty. Are the lives of 
sick American soldiers less valuable than 
those of foreign countries? 

Free alcohol for. making medicines means 
alcohol free from the tax of $1.10 per proof 
‘gallon, 
on the 95 per cent alcohol of the apothecary. 
Without this tax alcohol would cost the 
pharmacist from 35 cents to 75 cents a 
gallon. In the tariff bill, enacted by con- 
gress on August 28, 1894, occurs the follow- 
ing section, which is of deep interest to 
the sick, as well as all pharmacists and 
physicians:

This Rio ig as handsome and picturesque 
a city as there is in the world. You enter 
the narrow passage or entrance through 
small] hills, or rather islands, of mounds. 
On the ieft is a bold, slender pyramid of 
stone, 1,700 feet high, called “sugar loaf’’—a 
rock sentinel, as it were. High chains of 
mountains run from the entrance clear 
around, making a magnificent wall or ridge 
border around the lovely sheet of water. 
Back of the city, and not far from ‘“‘sugar 
Icaf,” is another towering and sharp-point- 
ed mountain, ‘‘Corco Vado,” 2,300 feet high, 
up which a cog-wheel railway runs, The 
view from the summit is grand beyond de-° 
scription. The city sits picturesquely on a 
sloping lower ridge, which descends to the 
water. The buildings on the eminence are 
imposing and mostly of light color; with 
domes and spires and steeples.

; legal brethren yesterday was the action of 
the senate on the appointment of Mr. John 
D. Berry as judge, which was 4 disappoint- 
ment to numbers of the local bar and a 
gource of gratification to others. 

The judgeship is a position that directly 
affects the daily practice of every member 
of the local bar, and one way or another 
every member of the bar has taken a hand 
in the contest for the place. The contest 
has been so finely drawn that every Atlanta 
Jawyer occupies a positive ground; he is 
either for or against Mr. Berry. Mr. Ber- 

“ry’s advocates are loyal, earnest and sin- 

cere; those who oppose him, frank, energet- 
ic and outspoken. 

In the general gossip that naturally suc- 
ceeded the incidents of the appointment yes- 
terday-it was developed that the gentlemen 
who have been actively opposing the ap- 
pointment of the young attorney base their 
opposition not upon their preference for 

‘ “gnother aspirant, but upon the claim that 
“Mr. Berry is unfit for the place by reason 
: of inexperience and the lack of that vol- 
ume of active practice at the bar which 
should be a prime requisite in an applicant. 
This charge is made by quite a number of 
Atlanta attorneys, who have actively iden- 
tified themselves with the movement to de- 
feat Mr. Berry’s appointment, and, after it 
Was made, to defeat its confirmation. 
Among the gentlemen who have been 
* prominent in this move are Mr. Charles T. 
Hopkins, Mayor John B. Goodwin, Mr. Reu- 
ben Arnold, Jr., and other well known mem- 
bers of the bar. They have been opposed 
to Mr. Berry since it was first announced 
that he was an aspirant for the place, and 
one of them said yesterday that more than 
geventy-five attorneys were with them. 

On the other hand, Mr. Berry had a warm 
support, having the endorsement of not a 
few prominent members of the Atlanta le- 
gal fraternity, a list of whom was published 
yesterday. His warm personal friends have 
been working hard to offset the opposition 
and have succeeded in securing many strong 
endorsements and many excellent letters of 
commendation in behalf of Mr. Berry. They 
declare him to be eminently ‘it for the 
place. Mr. James F. O'Neill, Mr. Thomas 
B. Felder, Mr. Will Black, Mr. J. C. Reed 


and others interested themselves in his be- | 


half and did not spare labor in pushing his 
claims. 

. They were all jubilant when it was an- 
mounced that he had been appointed; dis- 
appointed when it became known that the 
senate had refused to confirm the appoint- 
ment. On the other hand, the opposition to 
Mr. Berry was elated. 3 

Friends and opponents of Mr. Berry gath 
ered in the capitol halls in the afternoon 
when it was rumored that a reconsideration 
would be asked for. A large delegation of 
le@al gentlemen who opposed the appoint- 
ment and a large delegation of Mr. berry’s 
supporters congregated in the rooms and 
the halls adjacent to the senate chambcr. 

Among the gentlemen who talked against 
Mr. Berry’s appointment were Messrs. 
Charles T. Hopkins, Mayor Goodwin, Reu- 
ben Arnold, Jerome Simmons and otbers. 
They mentioned among the gentlemen who 
opposed Mr. Berry Messrs. L. Z. Rosser, W. 
D. Ellis, Frank Arnold, Frank O'Bryan, C. 
T. Roan, James L. Key, Clifford Anderson, 
B. F.. Abbott, W. T. Moyers, Robert Jor- 
dan, Mr. Hines, H. C. Erwin, C. J. Sim-

ton, J. F. Daniel, J. B. Stewart, J. F. War- 
ren and thers. 

Among those who fought for Mr. Berry 
were Messrs. Jim O’Neill, Alex Hull, Tom 
Felder, Eb Williams, Victor Smith, John C. 
Reed, Will Black, E. P. Black, Harvey 
Johnson and others. 

The gentlemen who opposed Mr. Berry 
were as outspoken yesterday as they were 
the day before. They made no attempt to 
conceal their position in the matter, and 
several of them spoke warmly of the state- 
ment of Governor Atkinson that their op- 
position was directed more towards him, 
because of their failure to defeat him in the 
nomination, than at Mr. Berry. They de- 
nied this strongly. 

During the morning several of them got 
together and drew up a paper expressing 
their exact position in this regard and deny- 
ing the governor’s remark. This statement 
was .circulated among the attorneys who 
were identified with the movement for sig- 
natures. It will be offered for publication 
in a day or two. 

What Mr. Hopkins Says. 


Mr. Charles T. Hopkins, who is among 
those who opposed Mr. Berry, has not 
changed his mind by any means. 

“It was not a personal matter with me,” 
said he yesterday. “I did not oppose Mr. 
Berry on personal grounds, which. he thor- 
oughly understands. The position is a very 
important one, the most important, in fact, 

; of any of our judgeships, as it was created 
under recent legislation. It pays as much 

as the governorship and more than the su- 

_ perior court judgeship. The character of 
man needed can only be found in a practi- 

. ttioner of wide experience. 

“Mr. Berry has not had that experience. 
I do not remember to have ever seen him 
in the courthouse but twice in my life. It 
is not a question for opinion; it is a fact 
that will not admit of argufment. Mr. Berry 
hasn’t had the practice necessary to fit 

him for the place. I have opposed him vig- 
orously. I have neglected my work to do 
it, because my business depends on the 
courts and I can’t afford to have it butcher- 
wc It is simply a matter of business with 

e. ’ 

“As to the governor’s statement’ vont the 
opposition to Mr. Berry is directed at him 
by some Atlanta gentlemen who are disap- 
pointed at not defeating him, it simply isn’t 
true, so far as I am concerned. The public 
will hear from me later on that point.” - 

Mayor Goodwin said that he had signed 
the paper that was going the rounds and 
that it expressed his position. He certainly 
did not antagonize Mr. Berry on Governor 
Atkinson’s account, nor were his objections 
of a personal nature.

I only did 
what I believed to be the will of my peo- 
ple. It will be the first case on record 
where a man without experience overleaped 
the many more worthy, and secured this 
honorable position in spite of precedence, 
prominence or experience. The governor 
has seen fit to reflect on mein this matter 
in this remarks in the morning paper. In 
reply I wish to say that the governor knows 


‘full well that it was not a fight on his ad- 


ministration. I stood by him when he was 
nominated, and on the executive and 
finance committee of the campaign did my 
full duty to the party. He knows also that 
Mr. Herry, Mr. Myers of Savanneh, and 
myself contributed five times more in hard 
cash than any three men in Georgia to its 
expenses.

A letter to one of the Atlanta promoters 
from Savannah yesterday announced that 
the street car people in that city were 
not only anxious, but were willing to stand 
behind the club in ’95 and was one of the 
hopes of the Forest City—a hope which 
would not be disappointed.

' “For my part,’ President Nicklin con- 
tinues in his letter, “I think that that 
amount should be put up by every club. 
With $1,000 in the treasury from every 
club there would be, in fact, no reason 
to suspect that any member would drop out. 
That $1,000 up and a team to open the 
season ‘on the grounds would give the or- 
ganization a solid appearance. In fact, it 
would be really and-actually solid and 
not solid in appearance only. f am more 
hopeful than ever for the Southern League 
and know that it can win out nicely if 
started on the basis indicated in the let- 
ters that have come to me. As for Chat- 
tanooga, she will be all right -when the 
meeting comes off.” 

The league meeting will in all probability 
take place some time next week. The place 
of the meeting may be Montgomery or it 
may be Chattanooga, and yet it may be 
Atlanta. 

But be the meeting where it may, the 
organization of the strongest baseball asse- 
ciation the south has ever known will be 
perfected. 

Every club will appear upon the floor of 
the meeting with a perfected organization 
;with money in the treasury and an organi- 
zation ready and well prepared to stand the 
baseball season through. 

Just what the league will do when it con- 
venes of course is only conjecture, but from 
the correspondence’ the president has re- 
ceived and the contents of which he has 
given out the indications are that a salary 
limit of not over $1,500 will be one of the 
leading clauses and that that clause will 
be made so iron-bound that a violation will 
be almost an impossibility. 

But before that clause can be made for 
promulgation the league will see that each 
club member has placed with the treasurer 
$1,000 guarantee money—money to which 
the club will forfeit all right when it fails 
to play any scheduled game, the failure 
indicating a desire to drop out of the league, 
That money up the failure of any club 
would not affect the association, as the 
president’s check on the guarantee fund 
would keep the team going until the fran- 
chise could be transferred to some town 
anxious to secure it, and there are always 
towns ready to come in. 

The meeting of the Atlanta promoters 
this afternoon will take place in ‘the local 
rooms of The Constitution at 4 o’clock and 
any one desiring to be interested in the 
club next year is invited to attend. Many 
of those who have been with the game 
in the past will be on hand ready to do 
what they can for the game and they would 
be glad to see all who are friendly to 
the sport on hand. There will be no freeze- 
out for any one or any element. It is base- 
ball the promoters want and they will wel- 
come all comers. 

The story was current yesterday and the 
day before that Ollie Beard, who claimed 
an Atlanta franchise for the Central League, 
was en route to Atlanta, but Beard did 
not come. Beard has been in baseball for 
years and knows the laws of the game as 
well as any one. He knows that that na- 
tional board has given’ protection to the 
Southern League and that Atlanta is named 
as one of the members of that league. 
He knows, too, that the edict of Secretary 
Young bars Atlanta from a membership in 
the Central League.

HE CLAIMS TO BE AN EVANGELIST 


But the Officers Think That He Is Wanted 
in Philadelphia and Will Inves- 
tigate the Case.

That queer trachial formation, the 
Adam's apple, is the cause of the arrest and 
detention of a young man who claims to 
be a mission worker, but whom the officers 
believe to be an absconding employe of the 
Philadelphia Traction Company. 

Late Wednesday night the man was no- 
ticed by Patrolmen Luck and Glover loiter- 
ing about the old East Tennessee railroad 
shops. The actions of the fellow were sus- 
picious. The officers watched him closely. 
In a few moments he entered one of the 
yard offices. His countenance was silhouet- 
ted against the glare of a large lamp, and 
the patrolmen, gazing in, could make out 
distinctly his queer facial outline. 

The most prominent feature of this was 
the Adam's apple, which protruded boldly 
below the chin. Immediately Luck’s active 
mind recurred to a circular which some 
time before had been read to the police 
force, describing a man wanted in Philadel- 
phia, whose Adam’s apple was pronounced. 
His appearance otherwise corresponded to 
the description. 

This circlular called for the arrest of a 
man about thirty-five years old, named G. 
Cc. Williams, who was wanted for larceny 
by the Philadelphia Traction Company. He 
was of medium height, fair complexion, 
sandy mustache and hada prominent 
Adam's apple. There was a reward of $60 
for his arrest. 

Upon his arrival at the police station the 
ran gave his name as D. W. Rucker and 
said that he was a traveling evangelist. His 
resemblance to the man wanted in Phila- 
de'phia was strong enough to warrant his 
detention. 

In the afternoon he was carried before 
Judge Calhoun, to whom the description 
was shown. He also noticed the striking 
resemblance. There was the bald head, 
fringed with light hair, the sandy mus- 
tache, gray eyes and large Adam’s apple. 

The recorder wag struck with the man’s 
appearance, and its strict correspondence to 
the description given. He also advised that 
he be held. 

Rucker appeared very nervous under ex- 
amination. His account of himself was 
meager, but he was very emphatic. 

“It is mighty wrong,” he said last night, 
“for a man to be kept here just because he 
resembles some other fellow who is wanted. 
Here I have been all day confined in this 
cell and forced to eat prison fare simply be- 
cause I am like some one whom the offi- 
cers want to get.” 

“I’m a railroad man and an evangelist. 
Until recently I was engaged in  rail- 
road work, but it was too confining, and 
my health gave way. It was necessary for 
me to seek other employment, and I began 
evangelistic work. - 

“Virginia is my native state. I live at 
Lynchburg, and was educated for the minis- 
try at Randolph college. After gradua- 
tion I taught school for some years, then 
went in the railroad business, and since 
then have been in the mission work. 

‘Last week I left a party of four, two 
ladies and two men, including myself, who 
have been doing mission work throughout 
North Carolina, : 

We would walk from place to place, stop- 
ping with the country people, and having 
services with them, In this way we did 
good work. 

‘I decided to come to Atlanta with the in- 
tention of doing work here. I thought to 
get a position first, and with that in view 
I visited the railroad yards yesterday. It 
was while I was there that the officers 
caught me. 

“IT am not a Salvation Army man—not 
that—but I do work in the field and active- 
ly engage myself in the cause wherever I 
£0. 

‘This charge that I am wanted for some 
crime is all wrong. I never did anything 
in my life I wouldn’t care for anybody in 
the world to know. This is an injustice 
to me which I have no means of resenting, 
and I think I should be released.” 

Rucker in some features leads the officers 
to think that he is the man wanted for lar- 
ceny in Philadelphia. His straight acccunt 
of himself is an argument in hig favor and 
it is probable that he will be released,

patrick, of Bufaula, Ala., has been living 
in retirement at his home and quite re- 
cently he has bent his mind to the study of 
theological problems. 

The resuas of his thought is a paper, 
very unorthodox and devoid of religious 


for publication, in order that the crying 
question, “Why .do God’s People Perse- 
cute,”” may (be answered. The article is 
the emanation of the professor’s mind, and 
is such as no strict believer in religious 
truths can endorse. However, it is in- 
teresting in the light of past events. 

Professor Kilpatrick, as readers of The 
Constitution will readily recall, came to 
Atlanta with his first assistant in the Eu- 
faula high school a pretty Miss Hyde. He 
paid her such marked attention on the 
train en route that when he arrived he was 
arrested. This and subsequen: develop- 
ments made the case one of sensational in- 
terest. 

This summer incident passed away only 
when the professor had been deposed. He 
has not yet returned to teaching, but is 
living at Eufaula. Here is his unique 
centribution to unorthodox literature: 

Why Do God’s People Persecute? 


Editor Contitution: The newspaper is a 
medium through which news and other in- 
formation are conveyed to the public. In 
addition to its own individuality in com- 
batting error and enlightening the people 
upon questions of pubiic interest, its col- 
umns might be open for the discussion, in 
a proper way, of all subjects. True there 
are special journals in the interest of vari- 
ous causes, but frequently the nennpepes 
proper is the only channel through which 
certain classes can be reached. Will you 
please allow me, therefore, a few words of 
comment upon the above question? 

As long as man is subject to a mortal 
existence will evil affect humanity; but in 
my opinion, the greatest evil that has ever 
cursed the human race is that of persecu- 
tion; for while the world lasts, the strong 
will oppress the weak, the rich hoid in 
contempt the poor, capital combine against 
labor, and the church hate the heretic and 
the unbeliever. From these sources arise 
all manner of persecutions which produce 
countless evils and crimes. Not only 
does one class persecute another, but the 
individual members of each class perse- 
cute one another. In fact all people per- 
secute in some way to the extent of their 
power. : 

In its final analysis, persecution has its 
origin in selfish motives. If self is acted 
upon by the feelings of rivalry, jealousy 
arises; if by the feelings of supericrity, 
contempt or envy; and if by the feelings of 
a fancied or real wrong, aversion. These 
states may all be intensified into hatred 
and so strong is this feeling that most of 
us gloat in secret over the downfall of our 
enemies, competitors and sometimes those 
who have done us no harm. 

But why do God’s people persecute? Why 
do those who expect to wear white robes 
and to play on harps of gold persecute their 
fellow man? Why are they jealous and 
envious, full of hatred and malice just like 
other people, when they claim to be set 
apart and sanctified by the power of God 
unto salvation? Why do they persecute 
for opinion sake? Is it because the God of 
the storm and shipwrecks, of floods, dis- 
@ase and pestilences is the God of the 
Bible, and they do not profess to be any 


‘better than their God who Vigits’ the ‘in- 


iquity of the ‘fathers: upon the children, 
even to the third and fourth generation? 
Is this it; or is it because a religion of love 
has no power to put away the old Adam, 
to crucify the flesh, the world and the 
devil, and to renew within us right spirits? 
Or is it that being born again we misunder- 
gtand the injunction to contend earnestly 
for the faith for a command to exterminate 
heretics and unbelievers? Whatever the 
answer, still I ask why do God’s people 
persecute their fellow man? 

Here let me relate two stories—one an 
instance of religious persecution of the 
nineteenth, and the other of the eighteenth 
century, one by a Protestant clergyman 
and the other by a Catholic priest. Both 
persecuted to the extent of their power. 
Both believed in a religion of love, peace 
and happiness, and each claimed to be 
called of God to preach the gospel of His 
beloved Son who said: “A new command- 
ment give I unto you that ye love one 
another and your neighbor as yourself.’’ 

Once there. was a school teacher who 
after years of faithful work succeeded in 
building up, in one of our southern cities, 
a fine system of public schools. While he 
had no titles to mansions in the skies, he 
owned the deeds to an humble home and 
had a wife and four children to support. 
But knowing how Christians love their 
fellow man, he kept his religious views to 
himself so far as the schoolroom was con- 
cerned. On other occasions he sometimes 
expressed himself sather freely along cer- 
tain progressive lines, but always in the 
bounds of liberal orthodoxy, so far as the 
public knew. There was finaily a move- 
ment set on foot to defeat his re-election 


on account of his religious opinions. His 
teachers testified that, so far as their 
knowledge extended, his influence and 


teachings in the schoolroom had never 
been in the slightest degree ‘contrary to 
pure religion or genuine Christianity. Now 
there was a certain clergyman in the city 
who refused to endorse Professor Blank, 
fearing, as he stated, his influence over 
his children in the schoolroom. “But,” 
argued the professor with him one day, 
“I believe in a age and undefiled religion 


and in the good our Sunday schoois and 
churches do. I am only opposed to hy- 
pocrisy, pious cant and humbug; and 


so far as any peculiar theological spécu- 
lations of mine are concerned. how can 
those things which are never alluded to 
in the schoolroom, much less taught, have 
the least influence as a stumbling block 
to your children? Have you so little faith 
and confidence in prayer, and in the power 
and truth of the very gospel you preach, 
that you dread the influence of even the 
etey opinions of those who are merely 
iberal in religious matters? Are you afraid 
that any views I may have in reference to 
the authorship or date of some of the Old 
Testament books, and to God’s love and 
mercy, will injure your children in spite 
of their religious traini and the prayers 
of a Christian mother? Bah! y dear 
sir, either you do not believe in the claims 
of religion yourself or you are not sincere 
in your opposition to me. Again, this is a 
secular school, anpported by the Jew and 
the gentile, the Christian and the unbe- 
liever; and what more right have you to 
object to me, because I may entertain cer- 
tain private religious views, than the Jew 
to object to a 
gentile or Christian teacher? The Jews, I 
understand, pay the majority of the city 
taxes, and why cannot they, with as much 
sense or propriety, say: e do not wish 
our children taught by those who do not 
san eliak we

A Family Bible Introdueed in the 


Federal Court Yesterday. 


PROGRESS OF THE WHITE CAP TRIAL 


The Defendants Seek to Prove Alibis—In- 
fluential Citizens of Gordon Coanty, 
Were Introduced.

A family Bible figured as a part of the 
testimony in the trial of the alleged white 
cappers before Judge Newman in the fed- 
eral court yesterday morning. 

The book was profusely illustrated, a 
picture lighting up nearly every page of 
the sacred volume. These pictures, in reg- 
ular order, constituted a Bible story within 
themselves and the finger prints along the 
margin of the book betrayed the number 
of times it had been consulted in the little 
mountain home. The name of the: owner 
was John H. Pritchard, a peaceful and 
pious citizen of Gordon county, who testi- 
fied on the witness stand that he was not 
able to write his own name, but who held 
it the duty of every man to be humble and 
God-fearing. 

The volume was rather plainly bound and 
a mere glance at the cover would not 
suggest the holy nature of its contents. 
The purpose for which the Bible was in- 
troduced was to establish a date, material 
to the issue, and the importance of the 
testimotiy was,such that a telegram ws 
sent to the witness on Tuesday afternoon, 
directing him to come and to bring his 
Bible with him. 

The entry in the Bible was a very im- 
portant fact to one of the defendants on 
trial. It was claimed that he was not at 
the house of BlankenShip and took no part 
in the white capping which occurred on 
that night. On the contrary it was shown 
that he was at the home of old man 
Pritchard, whose child died on Sunday af- 
ternoon, immediately after the whipping of 
Blankenship. It was important, therefore, 
to establish the date of the child’s death. 

When -the name of the witness was called 
yesterday morning he was found in the 
hall just outside the courtroom. He en- 
tered the door with a package under his 
arms and marched straight to the witness 
stand. He took his seat in the chair and 
laid the package on the desk in front of 
him. He presented the appearance of a 
piain, uneducated countryman and every 
expression of his rugged countenance indi- 
cated honesty. 

“What is your name?’ asked Colonel 
Jones, who introduced the witness in be- 
half of the defendants. 

“John H. Prichard.’’ 

“Where did you reside 
1992.” 

“At Tilton, in Gordon county.” 

“Do you remember the night on which 
Bankenship was said to have been whipped 
by the white caps?’

“When was it?’ 

Sing was on the night of September 3, 

“How do you happen to remember the 
time?” : 

There was no immediate reply to this 
question. The witness reached for the pack- 
age on the desk before him and proceeded 
to remove the paper. In a tew seconds the 
outlines of the old family Bible were dis- 
closed... He opened the book with an air 
of profound reverence and a tremor crept 
into his voice as he continued. 

“My little boy died on Sunday afternoon. 
He had been, very sick for several days 
and I was completei¥ broken down with: 
long and patient watching by his bedside. 
I afterwards heard that Blankenship was 
whipped on the night before my little boy 
died. On the foNowing Monday the date of 
his death was written in this Bible.” 

“Did you make the entry yourself?” 
asked Colonel Jones. 

“No, sir; I’m not a scholar and I had to 
git somebody to do the writing for me.” 

“Who made thé entry?” 

“Miss Mossy Brown, a neighbor, just 
across the street. She writ fhe name in 
the book on Monday.’’ 

A number of questions were put to the 
Witness by the prosecution, but they did 
not impair the general effect of the testi- 
mony. 

Several entries were made in the book 
besides the one recording the death of the 
little boy. The witness explained that these 
were not oris®tal entries, but were trans- 
scribed from an older Bible that had served 
its day and generation. The testimony of the 
oo ian was heard with profound atten- 
ion. 

The witnesses introduced yesterday morn- 
ing were nearly all tor the defense and 
many substantial citizens of Gordon coun- 
ty were put on the witness stand for the 
purpose of proving the good character of 
the witnesses and also to establish an alibi. 

The trial of the case will probably oc- 
cupy the remainder of the week. More than 
thirty defendants are jointly indicted with 
those who are now on trial. 

It has leaked out that the membership 
of the white cap organization in Murray, 
Whitfield and Gordon counties is fully 700 
strong. It includes not only farmers and 
merchants, but county officers, it is claim- 
ed, and men in high official position. The 
awe of the white cappers is such that wit- 
nesses are afriad to testify against them in 
court under the fear of violence or death. 
The district attorney, however, says that 
he intends to leave no stone unturned in 
the prosecution of the white cappers, and 
the warfare he intends to wage is one of 
extermination.
